Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner and Applicant's representative discussed the limitation of 
the body being made of an elastomeric material and the limitation of the the cavity having a bottom surface forming an 
outer surface of the top end. Applicant's representative argued that the body is primarily made of metal and only has 
small elastomeric portions. Examiner noted, however, that since the claim did not require that the entire body be made 
of an elastomeric material, the reference, as modified, reads on the claimed limitation as broadly recited. With regards 
to the cavity limitation, Examiner noted that Burroughs shows a cavity in between the top shelf and the top of the first 
projection shown at the end of the lead line of number 26 and further noted that the cavity is capable of receiving a 
flange of an electronic component, for example. Examiner noted that modifying the claim to read that the bottom 
surface extends across the entire inner diameter of the body appears to overcome the Burroughs reference. Further 
consideration will be given upon receipt of the official amendment.
